WASHINGTON, Jan. 2—Adoption by 


Johnson 2 per cent immigration bill 
will be construed as an “unfriendly 
act” by the Italian Government, and 
a warning to this effect has been 
transmitted to the State Department 
by Don Gelasio Caetani, Ambassador 
to the United St⸗tes. 

The pro memoria submitted by 
Signor Caetani to Charles E. Hughes, 
Secretary of State, today was laid be- 
fore the House Immigration Commit- 
tee, outlining in no uncertain terms 
the attitude of Italy toward the. pro- 
posed immigration bill upon which 
hearings are now being held. 

It is pointed out in the note from 
the Italian Ambassador that the 
change of the quota restriction basis 


Italian immigration, which attained 
considerable proportions only after 
1890. The note follows, in part: 


The ltalian Government has ,never 
question the right of any government 
to dispose of its internal affairs as 
best suited to the national interests. 
It, therefore, would understand the 
Government of the United States rais- 
ing or lowering the percentage of im- 
migrants admittable in accordance to 
the interests of the country as long 
as this was done by varying the 
quota percentage used so far. The 
Johnson Eil, however, is not based 
on such e quanimous and impartial 
principle, but patently aims to favor 
the immigration of some -nations to 
the detriment of others by changing 
the census year ‘aken as the basis for 
the percentage quota. 


Would Hit Italy 


Italian immigration is almost com- 
pletely subsequent to 1890, and would 
therefore be principally restricted by 
the Johnson bill. 

For these reasons the Italian Gov- 


justified discrimination, de facto if 
not de jure, enacted to the detriment 
of a friendly nation. .It is sincerely 
hoped that the Government of the 
United States will use every effort

The French are not really anxious to 
talk too much about the reduction, 
apparently afraid of being criticized 
for a conciliatory spirit.

KING ALBERT URGES 


UNITY AS ESSENTIAL 
By Special Cable 

BRUSSELS, Jan. 2—In the course 
of the New Year celebrations, King 
Albert received delegations from the 
Belgian Parliament. In replying to 
addresses by the presidents of the 
Chamber of Deputiés and the Senate, 
the King expreased his conviction that 
a solution of the reparations problem 
was indispensable for the re-establish- 
ment of the economic equilibrium of 
Belgium. He declared that the whole 
world, even Germany recognized that 
it was legitimate to demand repara- 
tions. Belgium’s attitude, he said, 
was directed by its political and 
geographical situation. It must main- 
tain its friendship in order to preserve 
the traditional supports indispensable 
for its independence. 

The King expressed confidence in 
the essential soundness of Belgian na- 
tional credit, and emphasized the need 
of hard work to improve the country’s 
exchange and to consolidate its finan- 
cial position, but the first essential, 
he added, was that Germany should 
pay. The customs’ barriers, the King 
continued, were-making some of the 
chief export markets less easily ac- 
cessiblé, therefore’ he thought the 
country’s attention should in the fu- 
ture be directed largely toward thé de- 
velopment of the wonderful riches of 
its colonial empire. He concluded by 
emphasizing the need of unity in the 
face of the many perils with which 
Belgium was still menaced.

It is 
now conducted as an independent 
organization, though it continues to 
have some of the prominent league 
directors in its board. Run as a non- 
stock,’ non-profit organization having 
13,000 members, it is claimed to have 
saved to eastern farmers, outside the 
direct reductions represented by its 
own sales, millions of dollars in the 
lowered competitive prices of com- 
mercial establishments. 


Ready to Explain 

Thus far the territorial area of the 
exchange has been confined to New 
Bngiand and Delaware, but it tints 
ready to go wherever its services may 
be needed in the eastern states. That 
it has not extended its activities into 
New York State is due to the fact that 
efficient purchasing associations al- 
ready operate there. 

In the range of its services to its 
members the exchange is broadening. 
however, and is engaged in studies 
and experiments that promise to de 
velop interesting results. By an ad- 
vantageous purchase the exchange 
was recently enabled to distribute a

SAYS POLICE HEAD 


Arrest F igure in Providence for 
1923 Analyzed 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 2 (Spe- 
cial)—Any claims that may be made 
that the figures cqncerning the arrests 
for the year 1923 show that prohibi- 
tion has increased crime in this city, 
are unwarranted and not in accord- 
‘ance with the facts, says William F. 
O’Neil, superintendent of police, who 
announces that the increase in the 
number of arrests for drunkenness 


and other causes is due to police ac- 


tivity against violators of the prohibi- 
tion and motor vehicle laws. 

There were 12,173 arrests for all 
causes in 1923 and 5127 arrestg for 
drunkenness. In 1922 there were 
9929 arrests.for all causes and 4330 
errests for drunkeuness. With 1914 
taken as a normal year, a period in 
advance of war activities and the 
exodus of persons called to colors of 
foreign nations, the number of arrests 
for drunkenness was 6500 and the 
total for all. causes was 10,793. 

In explanation of the large number 
of arrests in 1923, Mr. O' Neil states 
that a special detail of motorcycle 
policemen over a period or nine 
months may account for approxi- 
mately 1000 arrests, and working un- 
der the Sherwood prohibition law, the 
state liquor enforcement legislation, 
for the first full year, the police have 
made approximately 1375 arrests. Ar- 
rests for the commission of crime, 
using the term generally and includ- 
ing drunkenness, for the 12-month 
period, are brought down approxi- 
mately to 9798. 

The police department ‘ends its 
fiscal year on Feb. 1, and an analyti- 
cal statement will not be available 
until that time. Superintendent O’Neil 
Says that there is no doubt of the 

effects of police work against boot- 
legging, and instances it by the claim 
that five established saloons within 
the last month have been closed in a 
single police precinct. There is, how- 
ever, an increase in the making of 
liquor in homes, to which the increase 
in arrests for drunkenness is ac- 
countable. More law to enable the 
police to reach home distilleries and 
home breweries and increased sever- 
ity in penalties by the courts are pos- 
sible correctives, he adds.

WINS EDITORIAL INDORSEMENT 


Nut Opinions Indicate ‘Nation Is Determined to 
Find Plan to Insure Peace—Few Dissent 


To the end that war may be made as repellent to all classes as it is to 


those who must fight, 


The Christian Science Monitor has proposed dn 


amendment to the Constitution of the United States, expressed in sub- 


stance as follows: 


In the event of a declaration of war, the property, equally 
with the persons, lives and liberties of all citizens, shall be 
subject to conscription for the defense of the_Nation, and it 
shall be the duty of the President to propose, and of Con- 


gress to enact, the legislation necessary to give effect to this 


amendment. 


Editorial approval of the peace plan 
suggested by The Christian Science 
Monitor has been expressed in news- 
papers and periodicals in every sec- 
tion of the United States. It is evi- 
dent, from these discussions of the 
proposal for universal conscription, 
that the Nation is determined to find 
a way to permanent peace and that 
this plan furnishes a definite and a 
practicable step toward that end. 


There appears to be a widespread 
consensus in editorials to support the 
statement of the Portland Oregonian 
that “both sound policy and abstract 
justice favor the proposal of The 
Christian Science Monitor that for 
the purpose of war, Capital and Labor, 
as well as fighting men, be con- 
scripted!” And the Newark (N. J.) Sun- 
day Call asserts that “the more the 
plan is studied the stronger grows the 
conviction that it is a good one and 
embodies the principles of genuine 
patriotism. Let property and labor 
and manhood ‘share alike in sustain- 
ing the Nation in its hour of peril.” 


“There Will Never Be Another” 

Although it finds 
wholly, to agree with the draft pro- 
posal, the Akron Beacon Journal 
declares in referring to the objections

Student Volunteers Also Advocate Racial Co-operation 
and Press Uninfluenced by Prejudice

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 2— De- 
spite differences as to method and 
procedure the 7000 students at the 
convention of the Student Volunteer 
Movement are as much united in favor 


of inter-raclal co-operation as in their 
opposition to war. Addresses before 
the convention have dwelt largely 
upon foreign missionary activity. To- 
day, however, the students, them- 
selves took charge of the meeting, and 
student opinion, perhaps more widely

NEW YORK TO ERECT 
ITS LARGEST EDIFICE

NEW YORK, Jan. 2—A tower build- 
ing designed to be the largest in the 
world, with a rentable floor space ex- 
ceeding that of the Equitable Building 
by 250,000 square feet, is to be erected 
on the block bounded by Fourth 
and Lexington avenues and Thirty- 
Second and Thirty-Third streets. Title 
to the land was taken last May from 
the receiver of the Third Avenue Rail- 
way Company by a group headed by 
Henry Mandel and others connected 
with the Parlex Corporation, identified 
with the construction of the Pershing 
Square building, opposite the Grand 
Central Terminal. 


The new building will be 35 stories | 


high and wi)l cost between $10,800.000 
and $20,000,000. It will contain 1.458, 


170 square feet of rental floor space. 


An auditorium seating 850 persons, a 
club on the upper floor containing 75 
sleeping rooms, gymnasium and hand- 
ball courts, and a bank on the main 
floor, Fourth Avenue side, with safety 
deposit vaults below excavated from 


building.

NOTED INVENTOR 


Originator of “Bakelite” Is Made 
Society’s New President 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
NEW YORK, Jan. 2—Dr. Leo Hen- 
drik Baekeland of this. city, best 
known for his invention of “bakelite,” 
a chemical substitute for hard rub- 
ber and amber, has been elected presi- 
dent of the American Chemica! Society 


for 1924. Dr. Baekeland, who is hon- 
orary professor of chemistry at Colum- 
bia University, has been prominent in 
the industrial applications of electro- 
chemical research, according to the 
announcement. 

In paying tribute to his discovery of 
bakelite, Dr. C. F. Chandler, profes- 
sor emeritus of chemistry at Columbia 
University, declared. 

Sinee Dr. Baekeland has published 
his patents and read his papers be- 
fore chemical societies, there have 
been started here and in Europe nu- 
merous factories where his processes 
are used for the most varied pur- 
poses. ranging from the manufacture 
of billiard balls to the construction 
of wireless apparatus. Bakelite is 
used in the making of transparent 
fountain pens, cameras, phonograph 
records, telephone receivers, railroad 
signals, umbrella handles, buttons and 
articles of ornament. 

Henry P. Talbot, dean of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. and 
George D. Rosengarten of Philadel- 
phia, have been re-elected directors 
of the society.

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The Library 


A National Library Service 


BILL-of"¢reft Importance to li- 
braries and to users of libraries 
was introduced in the United 


States Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives early in December. 

This bill calls for the establishment 
of a library information service in the 
Bureau of Education. “It shall be the 
purpose and duty of such divisfon to 
increase the efficiency of American li- 
braries by providing current informa- 
tion concerning Government activ- 
ities. It shell collect and organize in- 
formation regarding printed matter 
issued by the Federal Government and 
shall make available to the libraries 
of the United States the spurces of 
such: information. It shall provide 
digests of this material with sug- 
’ gestions as to its use, in order that 
such material may be made quickly 
available to users of libraries.” 

Even the most intelligent citizens, 
whose taxes help to keep the Federal 
Government going, do not realize that 
the Government printing office, which 
is the largest publishing house in the 
world, has issued in one year as many 
as 300,000,000 pieces of printed matter 
at a cost of over $5,000,000. 

These publications issued by over 
60 different offices are, or should be, 
of general interest. They consist of 
reports of the work of the various de- 
partments, bureaus and offices, and 
publications dealing with special sub- 
jects of interest to professional and 
businesg people and to farmers, 
housewives and laborers. In short— 
the Federal Government has some- 
thing in the line of printed matter, 
somewhere, of interest to every cit- | 
izen, if he could only lay his hands on 
it. Since he cannot, much of it is 
necessarily wasted. 

The Government Printing Office 
automatically turns out publications 
by the ton, hour after hour, day after 
day, year after year. All effort is 
centered on production and no effort 
is made to advertise the product. 
Librarians, excepting a few, who are 
at the head of “designated deposi- 
tories,” as well as users of libraries, 
are ignorant of the titles and con- 
tents of United States Government 
publications which should be acces- 
sible to every citizen. In a clearing 
house such as the one proposed in the 
Library Information Service bill, all 
documents as they issue from the 
Government printing office, excepting 
bills and hearings, would be listed 
and when necessary reviewed in 
printed bulletins. These bulletins 
would be sent to all public libraries 
with a circulation of 50,000 volumes a 
year and to any other public libraries 
on request. : 

This office would also serve as a 
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source of information. If, for instance, 
a library had a request for material 
on co-operative marketing, or the con- 
struction of hot air furnaces, or the 
super-power plan, the librarian would 
not waste his time writing to one after 


another of the 60 offices issuing 
printed matter. He would write to the 
Library Infermation Service, which 
would route his request to the proper 
source for such information. 

Many Congressmen are interested 
in this bill because much of their time 
which should be devoted to affairs of 
national. importance is given to look- 
ing up printed matter for which they 
have received requests from their 
constituents. 

Should the proposed clearing house 
be established, a congressman could, 
if he wished to do so, turn over his 
requests to that office with instruc- 
tions to locate the desired document 
and if it was available to forward it 
to the public library nearest the home 
of that individual from whom the re- 
quest came. The congressman would 
then notify his constituent either that 
the desired publication was on its way 
or, that it could not be procured. 

If the document were sent, two 
good results would be accomplished. 
Attention of congressmen would be 
directed to the usefulness of public 
libraries, and economy of material 
would be effected, as one bulletin sent 
to a library Instead of to an individual 
would serve.an entire constituency. 

President Coolidge, when Governor 
of Massachusetts, indorsed this bill 
in 1919, the year in which it was first 
introduced. 

Three times the American Associa- 
tion has passed resolutions approving 
its passage and libraries and business 
men all over the United States are 
“for it.” 

Every thoughtful citizens who be- 
lieves in the rightness of hig Govern- 
ment and. who wants to know what it 
is doing to the end that he may sup- 
port its policies intelligently will be 
“for it.”

Gives Hofman C Concert 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30 (Special 
Correspondence)—Josef Hofmann was 
the central figure of the week-end 
program of the Philadelphia Orchestra.

‘own creation, he was heard at the 
piano in three. He began with the 
‘second concerto in A flat, composed 
in 1903.

A Penny - Wise Policy 


, Research, however, is not receiving 
ithe attention it ought to get. This is 
ta “penny-wise” policy, for nothing is 
more certain than that money spent 
‘on research is repaid a hundredfold.

One must be content with stating that 
the evolution of à satisfactory gear of 
this kind may take months and per- 
haps years. 

A “flood light“ for aerodromes in- 
volves experiments in optics and in 
glass, to say nothing of the mere

Foreign Wool Partly Sold 

The auctions will be resumed in 
Australia next Monday and there is no 
doubt entertained that the course of 
values will be very strong. In fact, 
there is no reason to expect other than 
higher prices in the foreign primary 
markets during the last half of the sea- 
son down under. 

About half of the clips of Australia 
and South America, the largest two 
wool producing continents has been sold 
while South Africa and New Zealand 
are fully one-third sold. 

American purchases in the foreign 
primary markets have been compara- | 
tively small this year. For the first 
half of this year, it is estimated that 
the quantity purchased in Australia, 
New Zealand, South America and South 
Africa amounts to only about 25,000,000 
pounds compared with normal average 
importations for the full amount- 
ing to something more than 300,000,000 


unds. 

If this estimate be correct, it would 
appear that there would be very keen 
competition abroad from this country 
during the second half of the primary 
market season. Some of the earlier 
wocls from South America are now just 
arriving and arrivals of vessels from 
the River Plate during the next few 
weekg are likely to have big cargoes of 
wool. 

Some of the early Australian wools 
are just arriving. too, and fairly con- 
siderable quantities of foreign wool may 
be expected to come to hand pregently. 

Shearing Season Sogn On 

The domestic wool growers are ex- 
pectant of very good prices for the 
coming clip: indeed, they are holding 
what old wools still are left in the-coun- 
try at very high prices, generally at 
values which for the time being at least 
are prohibitive and sometimes utterly 
ridiculous.

It is reported in 
Christmas trading has been unusually 


good in most sections, and this is taken 
to mean that the goods coming for- 
ward early in the New Year will be 
absorbed without trouble and there will

Later on it is believed that this situa- 
tion will result in further buying of 
gray goods by jobbers, but the prices 
at which the goods must be passed 
along to the retail stores are so close 
that jobbers complain there is not 
enough profit to make it worth while 
for them to take the risk of ordering 
ene Sb goods in anything but small quan- 
tities. F 

Motor Trade Big Buyer 

The feature gf the moment in the 
gray goods market has been the buying 
of cloths for manufacturing purposes. 
The motor trade has been prominent 
among the buyers, and Henry Ford is 
said to have purchased more than 500,- 
000 yards of goods, in addition to the 
tremendous purchase made by his rep- 
resentatives in the gray goods markets 
several weeks ago. 

Drills, ducks, and sheetings have been 
the lines chiefly affected, and though 
prices were close, manufacturers have 
been able to liquidate large quantities 
of goods for deliveries beginning in 
February and March, and have thus the 
assurance of something to work on for 
the first quarter of the year. 

Prices of the coarser types of goods 
have reflected more closely 
material values, and the week has seen 
many fractional advances, especially in 
the sheetings and standard print cloth 
numbers. 

Secondhand offerings were frequently 
heard of, but they were almost wholly 


in odd lots of limited volume, and were 


frequently priced as high as first-hand 
goods of similar delivery. The disad- 
vantage of suck offerings was net felt 
much by sellers because of the firmness 
of prices, and was more than offset by 
the persistent attempfs of some specu- 
lative operators to obtain 
supplies of standard plain 
February-March delivery.

Silkk and cottons have seen some ac- 
tivity, but not in large volume, and the 
trading has been monopolized mostly 
by small odd lots for quick delivery. 
Prices have been nominally the same, 
but there has not been enough volume 
business really to test out, the price 
levels. 

While the fine fabric mills are not by 
any means sold up for the spring 
months, they have orders on the books 
in many instances where rush de- 
livery is paramount.

by high production costs and the keen- 
est- kind of competition from foreign 
manufacturers, are compelled to take 
refuge in reducing output, 

Even some of the southern pro- 
ducers, now that they are reaching the 
end of the low-priced cotton supplies, 
are finding so little profit in the busi- 
ness they are doing that in some in- 
stances they have shut down rather 
than assume the risks involved in 
operating under conditions which make 
it impossible to escape piling up a cer- 
tain amount of unsold stock goods.

Back of 
a great deal of the controversy, too, is 
seen a contest for control of the Ameri- 
can Olympic Committee, which has 
stood in support of the A. A. U. in 
the Paddock case as well as other ques- 
tions which so far have been raised.

have known have not taken the public 
into their confidence, and those who 
‘have not have been quick to impart 
their knowledge to all and sundry. So 
that, with the best will in the world, 
many have learned their lesson in 
Assyrian history in a way that does 
little credit to the ancient empire- 
builders of the East. 
Professor Olmstead has done much 
ein the present work to correct this 
Situation. His book, a companion vol- 
ume to Breasted’s “A History of 
Egypt“ and similar to it in format, 
supersedes all that has formerly ap- 
peared on the subject. It contains in 
its more than 600 pages all that is 
known of this fascinating race of im- 
perialists, drawn from the original 
sources existing upon a collation 


mu A. T. Olm 


of all the existin& documents known 
to Assyyiologists. In its scholarship 
it is sound and conservative, and in 
its rendering highly readable. 

Since it is patently impossible even 
to suggest the immense range and 
complexity of the subject dealt with 
in this book, perhaps it is best to 
‘attempt no more here than the notice 
of some of the misconceptions regard- 
ing Assyria that Professor Olmstead 
has set right. 
A False Charge 

First of these assumptions is that 
of an Assyria purely military. In 
popular parlance it has long been the 
mode to speak of Assyrians as the 
‘Huns of the East,” the “mailed fist,” 
or similar uncomplimentary expres- 
sions, denoting that they were engaged 
‘purely, or primarily, in the making of 
wars. How foolish this is, Professor 
Olmstead shows plainly. Imperialist 
and militarist the Assyrian rulers were 
and most of our records that have 
come down to us stress the feats of 
arms performed by them, but frag- 
ments of business documents, re- 
mains of libraries and palatial ruins, 
sculptures and art objects tell another 
story. It is not enough to say that 
Assyrian might was all. 

Another charge that Professor Olm- 
stead has helped to set aside is that 
taxing Assyria with dominance by 
Babylonian influence. It has been the 
-custom for many years to attribute all 
that was good in the life of Assyria 
to the association she enjoyed with 
Babylon. Her civilization, her art, her 
economic organization, have been 
thought to derive from the great 
Semite city of the East. But a search 
of the records does not bear out such 
an assumption. The short Babylonian 
period in Assyrian history was not 
sufficient to accomplish such great 
‘ends, and, furthermore, it is found 
that actually Assyrian invention an- 
.tedates that of the Babylonian she is 
supposed to have inherited. 


As to Assyrian Might 
Current opinion has it, too, that As- 


. syrian might was a destructive force. 


All war is destructive, but our author 
shows, without slighting in the least

his ‘resolution Mr. Ramseyer quotes from President 
Harding’s declaration in favor of such universal service, 
made in his inaugural address. The preamble also 


“quotes in similar vein from the Iowa State convention of 


1922, and from the platforms of the American Legion 
conventions held in Iowa and Louisiana in the same year. 

In addition to this suggestion, which follows sub- 
stantially the idea of the Monitor peace plan, resolutions 
for universal conscription have been introduced by Repre- 
sentatives Evans (D.) of Montana and Royal C. Johnson 
(R.) of South Dakota. Another interesting proposition 
is set forth im a House bill, presented by Representative 
George Huddleston (D.) of Alabama, to establish a 


bureau for the scientific study of international peace and 


war conditions, and to show ways in which the United 

States can co-operate with other nations in achieving and

Though the former 
has appealed to the League of Nations in behalf of its 
nationals in/Transylvania, and the Russians have entered 


a direct conference with the Rumanians at Tiraspol to 


negotiate for an exchange of, goods across the Dneister, 


in neither case has the frontier problem been arranged to 


mutual satisfaction, Russia has not surrendered its 
title to Bessarabia, which the Allies gave Rumania for 
joining in the war, and Hungary still demands Transyl- 
vania back. Consequently, the new Rumanian budget 
shows an increase of about 500,000,000 lei for military 
purposes. Like her ally, Poland, Rumania has to keep 
armed to guard her-new acquisitions. 

Next, deep-going social changes and political dissen- 
sions have retarded Rumanfa’s recovery. During the war 
the soldiers were promised the land of the large estates. 
An agrarian reform has been put through, only to be 
followed by a reduction in the amount of grain available 
for export. Heavy taxes and delays in obtaining per- 
mits to ship cereals out of the country have also hindered 


the sale of grain abroad. Party strife has been very 


bitter. The framing of a new Constitution caused violent 


. demonstrations against the party in power last spring. 


This fall the country has been through a Cabinet crisis, 
but Jean Bratiano and his brother, who is Minister of 
Finance, have retained their power. 

Impressed by the inflation experiences of Russia, 
Poland, and Germany, the Rumanian. Government has 


refused to print paper money enough to correspond to the 


depreciated value of the lei. This has hindered the 
transaction of bufiness. Though the amount of money 
in circulation—about 17,000,000,000 lei seems large, its 
value has been estimated at but 15 cents per inhabitant. 
“In reality,” said Victor Antonesco, Rumanian Minister 
in Paris, recently to a Temps representative, “there is 
hardly any money in circulation. The great mass of our 
people is not yet far advanced in the science of finance.” 

This fall there have been some signs of improvement 
in the export situation. Following the earthquake, a 
Japanese syndicate has bought several million dollars 
worth of lumber. Before long an increase in the export 
of petroleum, in which the country is rich, is expected. 
In granting permits to ship grain the Government is 
beginning to be more liberal, or has promised to be. The 
customs revenues for April-October were three times 
those of the same season last year. The embargo on 
capital in Rumanian banks has been lifted. The exchange 
value of the lei has risen slightly. The budget will prob- 
ably show an excess of revenue over expenditures, and 
Government officials express optimism concerning the 
future. If peace is preserved, the needed foreign 
capital will flow in and the country's great natural

will in time restore the economic balance.

Everything, then, has been revealed 
us, from the Japanese tea garden on the topmost deck, to the 
immaculate Chinese laundrv, light and airy, though far below 
the water line. But stay! The captain condescends to invite a 
little. group, including a naval officer or two, and a few seasoned 
veterans of many seas and voyages, to the sacred precincts which 
are taboo, even to the millionaire in his luxurious suite. 

And what a sfupendous coign of vantage is the navigating 
bridge of a great liner! Finding oneself upon it, one knows 
a thrill not unlike that experienced at stepping out upon the 
iron-railed parapet of some lofty office building’s sky-ranging 
steel tower. Yet no prospect of roofs, and chimneys, and steeples, 

3 the glory of that vast expanse of ocean, 
sweeping away on either side, limitless and magnificent. And 
there at the bow, so far beneath us, how beautifully the blue 
water is parted into twin white lines of foam that spread, 
fan-like, on either side! Can it be that we are still on board 
the huge vessel from whose lavish saloons we but lately 
emerged, and not, rather, in some easily floating aircraft, glid- 
ing aloft? And, truly, the sensation, here on the bridge, is 
suggestive of the twin-winged navigator of the air.

But I walk amidships to stand by the wheel, and in the 
undiverted attention of the quartermaster and his never-shifting 
gaze at the compasses, I find myself close to reality again. 
Before him, as he grasps the brass spokes, is the steering instru- 
ment ; and a little at one side the dial of the gyroscopic compass, 
indifferent alike to variation and “deviation,” as it responds 
only to the whirl of the intricate electric mechanism far below. 
Thick magnifying glasses enlarge the space between each 
degree on compass cards for the benefit of the helmsman, 
and he holds the great ship marvelously close to her course, 
his intentness the greater while his captain paces the bridge. 

Directly ahead I discern a speck on the horizon; and as 
we draw swiftly nearer I can make out the outlines of a little 
vessel riding jauntily there far at sea. There is no mistaking 
her now. And how splendid to view the first outpost of the 
western land from the navigating bridge of an incoming liner! 
For it is the Nantucket South Shoals Lightship, far-placed 
guide to a continent, first beacon of the New World! Mark 
the skill of the navigating that has brought it into view directly 
over our bow, after 2500 miles of sea! 

Nantucket Lightship! Forty miles at sea it rides, warning 
of shoal and sandbar stretching miles to northward and west- 
ward. Of all man-attended marine safeguards of the coasts 
of the world it is set farthest off shore. To 100 fathoms of 
massive chain attached to a 10,000-pound anchor it holds, 
secure alike in summer seas and in gales whose seas fling them- 
selves high over its mastheads.

And today, how lightly, and happily, and playfully it tugs 
at its fastenings as we approach through a summer sea, presently 
to read, in great letters along the steel sides, “Nantucket”! 
How that word brings to us a sense of home, and how closely 
it seems associated with our native land, as we come upon the 
lightship, here miles at sea! The news flies about the decks, 
through. restaurants and card rooms, saloons, gymnasium, 
swimming pool, and all the amazing adjuncts of this modern 
liner. We have sighted Nantucket Lightship!” Sailors and 
passengers alike throng the rails, and the ship seems fairly to 
vibrate with joy that she has made good her course, and sees 
her voyage's completion. Aboard the Lightship our approach 
is being signaled by wireless to New York to, be noted in the 
evening papers. The passed Nantucket Lightship at 
three o'clock this afternoon. She will dock at six tomorrow 
evening.” And it is news that will gladden a thousand hearts, 
that comes from the light-vessel far at sea. 

„How does she head?” asks the captain, of the helmsman. 
as the Lightship comes under our bows. “Two hundred and 
forty-five,” is the reply. Two hundred and forty-five degrees, 
which, in the old days, would have meant southwest by west, 
one-half west. 

„Let her come to two twenty-five,” orders the captain. 
The spokes are shifted a very little, until presently the massive 
bows turn southward ever so slightly; then, under the quarter- 
master’s skillful manipulation, hold straight ahead once more. 

“Steady at two twenty-five, sir, the helmsman reports, 
and our course is now direct for Sandy Hook.
